It simp¬ 
ly meant that ninety-nine mines out of 
a hundred would not be tpxed. What 
he wanted wo* a tax on the net* income 
fiom the product of the mine, whether 
it wxa paid out or not.

Canadian* 
never for a moment dreamt when a basis 
of settlement was agreed upon that the 
commission would be reduced to a farce 
by such appointments as bare been an¬ 
nounced. 

What does this selection of fpbid poli¬ 
ticians iustcad of men of high judicial 
attainments mean if not that Americans 
are not so confident in the strength of 
their rase as they affect to be? It 
simply brings us back to the old position 
that “then* is nothing to arbitrate,*' but 
we are willing to go through the form of 
a trial if toii will permit us to pack the 
jury. If there are Americans who are 
not prejudiced now, "they will be as soon 
as they hare studied the question at 
nil." And yet the judge* of the United 
States Supreme Court were jiotAa-be 
trusted! V- ' 

What is Canada to do about it? It ia 
hard to sav. We are told it would be the 
height of impudence for us to protest. 
We will have to pay a heavy bill of cost* 
If the commission meets. Why should 
we involve ourselves in heavy liabilities 
on neenum of a solemn farce? It is per¬ 
haps just a« well that all concerned 
should be made cognisant of Canadian 
opinion on the subject. The indignation 
Is not confined to British Columbia by 
any means. The press of the Bast la 
unanimous in its censure. The following 
comment from the Toronto Globe is prob¬ 
ably the most significant* 

The Detroit Tribune saya that the sub¬ 
sidence of opposition to the Alaska 
boundary treaty in the Senate ia explain- 
ed by the fact that word waa secretly 
passed around who the American mem¬ 
bers of the commission would be, and the 
announcement of the name* waa suffi¬ 
cient guarantee that, no matter what the 
Cauodinn case was, there was not the 
least danger that Unde Sam would lose 
anything. The Tribune then goes on to 
give the antecedents, of two of the com- 
mlgsioner*. Senator Turner, it aays, "haa 
one of the finest and most complete kits 
of tail-twisting language ever introduced 
into the upper house. It Is auid that he 
ba» been known to bflriuit »»fht of the 
Union Jack, and would be perfectly 
willing to run next year's campaign on 
the 64-40 or fight issue.'' The Tribune 
perhaps doe* not know that the Senator, 
who, it says, would hark at the Union 
Jack, acquired the wealth which enabled 
him to become a Senator of the United 
States by accidentally obtaining an In¬ 
terrat ia a gold mine, Le Roi to wit, 
which happen* to be Included under the 
folds of the ancient bit of bunting which 
causes the Senator to express his feel¬ 
ings in a canine way. 

Of Senator ledge the Tribune writer 
remarks ia hi* playful way that ho 
"yields to no man, French, German, 
Dutch, Yankee, or even Irish, in his in* 
grained distrust of perfidious Albion, and 
is said to have cut out of the maps in 
his library those sections which represent 
British po** ess Urn* in the new world."

There is no country in the world that 
we have ever seen, heard of, or read 
about, in which the conditions of life are 
more congenial or the people better oil 
than they are in British Columbia. And 
yet it is questionable whether oq the 
average we are one whit more contented 
than our brethren in other lands who are 
engaged iu a perpetual conflict with 
poverty and elements which add to the 
hardships of poverty. There are more 
labor troubles iu British Columbia in pro¬ 
portion to the population than in any 
other portion of the civilised world. 
Strikes arc becoming a habit with us. 
After mature deliberation that is the 
poly conclusion we cau come to. The 
habit is an evil one, aud should be eradi¬ 
cated if there is any possibility of doing 
it It ha* a dire effect upuu the inter¬ 
ests of the- province. It nut only brings 
hardship and suffering upon the strikers 
aud their families, but it ties up all in¬ 
dustries to a greater or lesser degree ac¬ 
cording to the iutunaiy or remoteness of 
their connection with the one dlrectadiy 
a fleet (*I and it fill* investors with a deep 
distrust of the province.

It Is perhaps s< little unfair, say* au 
English writer, upon the 8omali levies to 
take their present ill-d isc i pl in e d condition 
as an illustration of their worth. At tha 
moment It wotiTd puxtle Trovlffeuc** 'to'"e*^ 
plain their precise utility. They are 
ravaged by sickness and disease; tbey 
are iil-kept, nnd tbey have been under¬ 
fed, and it is hardly to ba expactad that 
they can reveal those qualities so desir¬ 
able la soldiers, hence the loss. They 
have been under trial homy two years. 
The AraV proverb upon tbe Bomslis Is 
an apt one. They state that “Allah 
smiled when he made Somaliland, but be 
buret out laughing when he made the 
Somalia.” 

Aa hunters after big game the Som¬ 
alis are, 1 suppose, without their equal; 
they are fesrieas, and they attack lions, 
leopards and other bcaata of the bush 
with impunity. Many sportsmen, when 
shooting hi Somaliland, have owed their 
lim to tbe gallantry of their Somali 
beaters; upon occasion a 8omaH has sac¬ 
rificed hb own life to save the European 
with whom jbe waa hunting. More no 
man can dq,^of course, yet in spite of 
this curious quality In their character, 
they do not make good soldiers. 

They are excitable and, in losing thrir 
heads, $h‘*y hr® wildly, while they are 
apt to riui. To fashion a soldier man 
from a Somali vre must clothe and feed 
him, eliminate hb unlimited eon cell, 
knock his own opiuiou of himself out <>t 
him. aud inatii in hb mind the qualities' 
of obedience and cleanliness., Above all, 
he must te trented with aternfces*. and »L 
we wbh to raise a lattallnn of Soifialb 
who arc capable of taking the field in 
defeuce of Nomaliland, as do the troops 
of other protectorate* upon behalf of 
their countries, the men most be re¬ 
moved from the influence of their vil¬ 
lages to a different station until the 
work has been completed.
